Suggestions 



Bidding in this sale can be an interesting, enjoyable, and numismatically 
rewarding experience. If you're an old-time bidder with us you may find 
some of my comments will increase your bidding success. If this is your first 
sale then I particularly recommend that you read my commentary. I've 
numbered the paragraphs for reference in the event that you wish to ask fur- 
ther questions about any aspect. Have a question? You get personal service at 
Bowers and Ruddy Galleries. Write or call and I or a member of our Auction 
Department staff will gladly answer it. 

1. Read the Terms of Sale in the front of the catalogue. These terms define 
your obligation when you submit a bid sheet. 

2. Mail your bid sheet as early as possible. This is particularly important if 
you're a new bidder, for it takes us time to check your references. Also, this 
assures that your bid sheet will be received before the sale. A bid sheet 
mailed a few days before the sale might not reach us until a week later — at 
which time the coins have all been sold to others! 

3. I've found it best to use a work sheet to compile bids. In this way you can 
check back and forth throughout the catalogue, make changes and revisions, 
and so on. Then when you've decided on your final bids enter them on the 
bid sheet. Try your best to keep the bid sheet neat and clearly understan- 
dable, listing the lots in order. 

4. If you are a new bidder, send along references and a 25% deposit. 

5. Be prepared to pay in full for all lots for which your bids are successful. 
Don't bid more than you want to pay! Review your financial circumstances 
carefully before bidding. If you are awarded lots you are legally bound to 
pay for them. 

6. Please keep current price levels in mind when bidding. While high and 
low prices sometimes occur, most items sell within market ranges. If a 
popular coin sells for $500 on the retail market, chances are not good that a 
bid of, say, less than $400 will win it. On the other hand, chances are ex- 
cellent that a bid in the $500 to $600 range will be a winner. There is no 
harm in bargain hunting, but as your time is valuable (and so is ours) it is 
most productive if you keep current values in mind while bidding! 

7. Auction invoices are due upon receipt unless prior credit arrangements 
have been made with us. 

8. You may pay for your auction lots with Visa, Master Charge, or 
American Express charge card. 



9. Be sure to sign your bid sheet. 

10. Ink is best for writing bids. Pencil tends to blur. 

11. If bid changes are necessary, do not write over any figures. Instead, 
cross them out completely and re-enter the bids. 

12. Put your telephone number on the bid sheet. In this way we can call 
you if there is any question about a bid. 

13. Submit bids in even dollar amounts. Cents and fractional dollar 
amounts will be ignored. 

14. Check your bid sheet carefully. You will be responsible for any bids 
on wrong lots or for the wrong amounts. Please, please be careful! 

15. Don't forget to take advantage, if you wish, of the optional 10% or 
20 % increase to really help your chances of being a successful bidder. 

16. If you wish to limit your total expenditure, please write MAXIMUM 

EXPENDITURE $ and the amount at the top of your bid sheet. You 

can then submit bids for amounts up to four times the amount of the max- 
imum expenditure. This is a personal service and a Bowers and Ruddy customer 
representative will personally attend to your bid sheet by bidding from the 
auction floor, buying lots for your account until your authorized expen- 
diture is reached. Due to the bookkeeping involved, this service is offered 
only to bidders with maximum expenditures of $1000 or more. MAX-

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Introduction 

Welcome to the Park Forest Collection sale. This auction, perhaps more than any we 
have had in recent times, is truly a numismatists' and collectors' sale. While there are certain- 
ly a number of major scarcities and rarities throughout the auction, most of the sale is 
made up of coins which have appeal to the average collector. We have endeavored to 
include items in all price and condition ranges. 

The sale commences with colonial, state, and early American issues. With all of the 
recent market activity in type coins and later United States pieces, colonials have been 
largely overlooked. And yet colonials contain some of the most fascinating, interesting, 
and rare pieces ever issued within the confines of what is now the United States of 
America. 

Then come half cents and large cents, followed by a nice offering of Indian and Lin- 
coln issues. Two-cent pieces and three-cent pieces (in nickel and silver) come after that. 
Included are popular coins which will appeal to the type set collector, scarce dates for 
the numismatist who is assembling a complete collection, and other interesting issues. 

Nickel five-cent pieces include such scarce issues as 1877, 1878, and 1885 (beautiful 
Proof examples) as well as pieces of lesser rarity and condition (for example, check Lots 
2223 and 2235). While some may question the economic wisdom of offering low- 
priced lots, we feel that this gives everyone a chance to participate. 

Half dimes include several scarce issues as well as groups and pieces in more popular 
ranges. Dimes likewise feature scarce pieces such as Uncirculated and Proof early issues 
and a superb 192 1-D as well as later dimes of lower values. 

Among quarters are to be found one of the nicest 1916 Liberty standing issues we 
have seen in a long time and a marvelous 1918/7-S overdate, not to overlook dozens of 
other pieces of interest. Half dollars are likewise varied and include a nice run of early 
issues, Liberty seated coins, a few Barber pieces, and a really nice run of Liberty walking 
halves. 

It is in the silver dollar series that the sale hits its stride. Beginning the offering (with 
Lot 2571) is a 1795. From there the continuation is made through other early dollars, a 
lovely 1836 Gobrecht, a number of Liberty seated issues, and then, beginning with Lot 
2614, the Morgan series. 

If one were to write a history of the coin market during the past decade, Morgan 
dollars would have to form an important chapter. The Treasury release of these coins 
back in the 1960s made available quantities of Uncirculated pieces — coins which had 
been secreted in vaults since the time of issue. While some speculated that the Treasury 
release would severely depress the market, just the opposite happened: the availability 
of sparkling, bright, beautiful early dollars as nice as the day they were minted, 
generated widespread interest. So, even though the supply increased, the demand more 
than increased to compensate for it. Indeed, the demand has not abated even to the 
present time. Earlier this year the General Services Administration held an auction of 
some of the remaining Carson City dollars and was vastly oversubscribed. Tens of 
millions of dollars worth of orders had to be returned to disappointed people. 

The Park Forest Collection sale offers a veritable banquet for the Morgan and Peace 
dollar collector. By actual count there are over 650 lots offered for your bidding consi- 
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deration! Our recommendation is that if you live anywhere near the New York City 
area you will want to come and spend the day at our sale! And, we'll make it comfort- 
able for you. Refreshments and snacks will be served at periodic intervals. All in all it 
will be an event you will always remember. And, you have the chance to buy the date 
and mintmark varieties you need at the prices you want to pay. What could be more 
ideal? 

From that point the sale proceeds to trade dollars, an offering which includes several 
of the scarcer Proofs. Gold coins, always a Bowers & Ruddy Galleries specialty, are well 
represented in the sale with scarce dates as well as more common “type" pieces. The 
MCMVII (1907) Saint-Gaudens high relief double eagle has always been an American 
numismatic landmark. Indeed, many consider this to be the most beautiful of all regular 
issue coin designs. Our sale contains not just one of these coins, not just two or, for that 
matter, not just three — it contains five! Check Lots 3500 through 3504. 

Among commemorative coins is to be found an illustrious run of half dollars — type 
coins as well as scarce sets. Here the investor and quantity buyer will have the oppor- 
tunity to bid on groups of two and three in many instances. Of particular interest are 
the Panama-Pacific International Exposition coins, including superb specimens of the 
$50 issues, one of which is a part of a cased set. These large, beautiful, and impressive 
coins are the high-water mark in the American commemorative series, and the pieces 
offered here are particularly choice. In fact, they have remained in the same family 
since the time of issue. 

Lots 3927 through 3930, four impressive $50 California gold slugs, were purchased 
by the former owner from B. Max Mehl, the well-known Fort Worth, Texas dealer. 
Now, fifty years later, they again come on the numismatic market. 

Completing the auction are such varied items as modern Proof sets, several in- 
teresting patterns, some mint errors, and a group of interesting notes. 

As mentioned earlier, we encourage your in-person participation at the auction. It 
would be nice to see you. And, you will enjoy coming a couple days earlier to be a part 
of our sale of the Garrett Collection being held within the same time frame. Or, you 
can participate by mail — as many of our clients do. As there are many coins in the sale 
which are duplicates, you may wish to take advantage of our "one lot only" service so 
that you can submit bids on several different lots containing the same coins, but you 
will be successful with just one lot.

VG-8 for issue, many 
areas surely Fine, St. Patrick side weaker, from die failure. Tiny rim 
defect as made, otherwise a perfect planchet devoid of the usual 
roughness and pitting. 

From the same dies used on the unique gold pattern (see 1976 ANA 
sale, Lot 21): No punctuation either side (Breen type 1-A), FLOREAT 
close, R high, AT distant, REX very wide, R tilts right; head under T, 
staff points between LE, first S small, E's with center strokes curving 
up. Q not visible due to local die failure. Usual coarse reeded edge. 

St Patrick's farthing. VG-8. Sharpness of Fine but lightly porous, dig 
on harp. FLOREAT: REX:; no punctuation on St. Patrick side, but dif- 
ferent die than above with head under T P, staff points directly at E. 

Group of miscellaneous colonial pieces: (l) 1722 Rosa Americana 
halfpenny; (2) 1723 Wood's Hibernia farthing; (3) 1723 Wood's 
Hibernia halfpenny; (4) 1767 French colonies sou, with RF counter- 
stamp; (5) 1781 North American token; (6) and (7) 1787 Connecticut 
cent, DBL type; (8) 1787 New Jersey cent; (9) 1794 Talbot, Allum & 
Lee cent. Grades range from VG-8 to VF-20. (Total: 9 pieces) 

Pair of 1723 Wood's Hibernia pieces, (l) Farthing. EF-40, die break 
from back of head to IU; (2) Halfpenny. VF-20, light porosity. (Total: 
2 pieces) 

1723 Wood's Hibernia halfpenny. VF-20, greenish charcoal patina. 
Variety with breaks in harpstrings, head under IA, and dash (die 
defect) under H. 

1760 Voce Populi halfpenny. VF-20, olive and steel. 

1760 Voce Populi halfpenny. The "1700" variety. VG-8, smooth 
olive-brown. 




1773 Virginia halfpenny. Period after GEORGIUS; 7 harp strings. 
Newman 22-S. MS-63, Uncirculated, light bluish brown with traces 
of faded mint red. 




2009 1 773 Virginia halfpenny. Same type as preceding. MS-63, Uncir- 
culated, mint brilliance around letters and hair details of obverse; 
and over most of the reverse. Fields are turning iridescent. Un- 
doubtedly from the Col. Mendes Cohen hoard. 

The Virginia halfpennies were struck to the tune of 672,000 pieces at 
the Tower Mint from about 24 pairs of dies, and were authorized to 
pass at 24 to the shilling (equals the standard halfpenny denomina- 
tion). They arrived in Virginia from London in Feb. 1774, but the 
Colonial Treasurer refused to release them for circulation until nine 
months later, almost at the beginning of the revolution. With a por- 
trait of George III, circulation during the Revolution would have 
been difficult at best, so these probably did not begin circulating un- 
til the 1780s. The designs, particularly the obverse, are very similar 
to contemporary English shillings and gold guineas. (One wonders if 
any of these were ever plated and passed off as these higher 
denomination coins). An original keg of over 2,500 pieces turned up 
about 1861, and found its way into the possession of Col. Mendes 
Cohen of Baltimore. Most of the hoard was sold in Baltimore in 1929 
where some 2,200 went as a single lot. Wayte Raymond bought most 
of them and could offer BU examples at $1.50 a piece for many years 
afterwards. Most of the Unc. ones trace their pedigree to this hoard, 
which is now widely dispersed. 

2010 1783 Nova Constellatio copper. Pointed rays, small U.S. Crosby 2-B. 
VF-20, grayish brown, smooth surfaces, no defects, weak at center of 
reverse. The wreath on these pieces appears to have been made with 
the repeated application of a small punch containing two leaves and a 
stem. The weakness at U.S. is caused by too much metal going into 
the eye on the opposite side. 



2011 1783 Nova Constellatio copper, same variety. VF-20, but pitted, 
discolored, and somewhat rough about the edges. 

2012 1785 Nova Constellatio copper. Pointed rays. Crosby 5-E. Large 
wide date, wreath with only 26 pairs of leaves; rays point at first L 
and between TI. VF-20, usual blunt strike. Most of the porosity be- 
tween the rays, etc., is from roughness on the original die. One of the 
rarest varieties; the AU Garrett coin brought $1700. 

2013 1787 Massachusetts cent. Ryder 2b- A, the horned eagle with four 
leaves. Obverse with distinctive spacing WE ALTH; the identical 
obverse was used earlier on the transposed arrows variety. VF-20, 
light tan, one light reverse rim bump. 
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Bowers and Ruddy Galleries — Li. 5. Colonials 



2014 1787 Massachusetts cent. Ryder 3-G, period before COMMON; 5 
leaves reverse. VF-20, pit of corrosion on obverse at N. 

2015 1787 Massachusetts cent. Ryder 4-D. VF-20, mottled tan and dark 
brown, struck from rusted dies, few rim bumps. 

2016 1787 Massachusetts half cent. Ryder 5- A. VF-20, grayish brown. 



2017 1787 Massachusetts cent. Ryder 6-G. EF-40, toning down nicely from 

an old cleaning. 



2018 1788 Massachusetts half cent. Ryder 1-B. AU-50, olive and chocolate 

with bluish overtones. Common variety with final 8 in date high, 
and A cut over something else; serif of another letter appears as an 
“apostrophe” to the right of A. This has been called the remnants of 
the third misplaced S by some cataloguers, but the shape of the rem- 
nants does not appear to match the serif of an S. 



2019 1788 Massachusetts cent. Ryder 6-N, no period after MASSACHU- 
SETTS. EF-40, mostly pleasing, with microscopic streaking on 
reverse. From our Newport sale, Lot 48. 

2020 1788 Massachusetts cent. Ryder 6-N, duplicate. Fine-12, medium 
brown, with a couple of minor edge defects. 

2021 1788 Massachusetts cent. Ryder 7-M (R-6). Fine-12, greenish char- 
coal, lightly porous. 

2022 1788 Massachusetts cent. Ryder 11-C. Dies by Jacob Perkins with 
closed S's shaped like 8's. EF-40 with light planchet streaks. 




2023 1788 Massachusetts cent. Ryder 12-1 (High R-6). VF-20, planchet 

flake at feet partly separated from coin, few minor rim bumps and a 
couple of ancient scratches on reverse not disturbing color, which is a 
glossy grayish brown. Reverse bold, obverse weaker, as always on 
this difficult variety. 




2024 1785 Connecticut copper. Mailed bust right. Miller 1-E (R-6). 

Sharpness of VF-20, but porous, greenish chocolate patina, tiny edge 
clip at 2:00. Overall Fine for the coin. Lot 1 of the 1975 EAC sale was 
called one of the three finest, and that coin was not even fully Fine. 

2025 1785 Connecticut copper. Miller 3.4-F.2. (R-3). Wide date, B in LIB. 
open at bottom, resembling an R. VF-20, dark steel-charcoal, and 
perfect for the grade. 

2026 1787 Connecticut copper. Miller 4-L (R-3). Mailed bust left. The 
horned bust variety, with an early stage of the die break; flaw still a 
small crescent completely detached from the bust. VF-20, steel ton- 
ing, very pleasing despite a long, old reverse scratch. Probably struck 
at Morristown, N.J. by Walter Mould. 




2027 1787 Connecticut copper. Miller 6.1-M, the first Laughing head. 
VF-20, bluish steel toning with absolutely no defects. Rare in this 
condition. Also from the Morristown Mint. Note the crude obverse 
die work with ribbon ends and bow represented by outlines only, 
and thick straight hair; gives the appearance of a pencil sketch by a 
child. 

2028 1787 Connecticut copper. Draped bust left. Miller 30-hh.2, the ET 
LIR reverse. Fine-12, light brown, no defects. 

2029 1787 Connecticut copper. Draped bust left. Miller 33.17-L.l. (R-3). 
Sharpness of VF-20 or better, but moderate to heavy corrosion on 
obverse. 



2030 1788 Connecticut copper. Mailed bust right. Miller 2-D. EF-40, dark 
chocolate, late die state of obverse with rim cud at left portion of 
bust. A few rim nicks and scrapes, but really sharp, and an excellent 
example of the variety. Ex. Gibson-Groves sale, Lot 356. 

2031 Trio of state coppers: (l) 1787 Connecticut DBL type. Good-4; (2) 
1787 New Jersey AG-3, porous; (3) 1787 Vermont. AG-3, dark. 
(Total: 3 pieces) 

2032 1776 Machin's Mills halfpenny. Large date. Vlack 3-C. VG-8, bold, 
reddish brown patina with traces of green verdigris. Scarce and one 
of the few colonials obtainable with the “magic” 1776 date; it is cer- 
tain, however that this was struck more than a decade later, probably 
after 1787. 
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2033 1787 Machin's Mills halfpenny. Small date, thin double baseline. 
VG-8 or better, light porosity. These pieces are genuine American 
colonial coins, but are seldom appreciated as such. A detailed listing 
of them should definitely be in the Guide Book. 

2034 1787 Nova Eborac (New York) copper. Seated figure faces left. 
VG-8, porous, usual weakness about the rims. 




2035 1786 New Jersey copper. Maris 18-M. The famous Bridle variety. 

EF-40, splendid mottled brown surfaces, struck slightly off towards 
3:00 but full denticles on both sides. Horse head punched into die 
much too far right, nose near A, straight die break from nose to chest 
(hence the "bridle"), light crude irregular date; widest shield with 
several breaks and crumblings along the crossbar stripes. Not a rare 
variety but only a handful exist in EF or better; this is one of the 
finest we have seen. 




2036 1787 New Jersey cent. Maris 43-Y (High R-5). VF-20, medium 
brown, obverse slightly off-center towards 11:00, full sharp date. 
Thin serpent-like head; asymmetric shield with very blunt points. 

One of the finest known as less than a half-dozen grade even a full Fine! Ex. Ken- 
sington sale, Lot 381. 

2037 1787 New jersey cent. Maris 48-g. Choice VF-30, light planchet 
laminations partly disfiguring date, rim crumbling on obverse at left. 
Struck in 1788 by Matthias Ogden at the Rahway Mint. Outline to 
shield, chief point sunken. 

2038 1787 New Jersey cent. Maris 60-p. The popular PLURIBS blunder. 
VG-8, choice dark steel surfaces, weak at center of obverse, as always 
from die failure. Struck at Morristown, N.J. on the typical large 
smooth planchets in use there during this period. 

2039 1787 New Jersey cent. Maris 63-s. VF-20 or better, dull grayish steel, 
planchet slightly buckled. Large planchet type, struck at Morristown. 

2040 1788 New Jersey cent. Maris 67-v. Brushed mane, three stars in 
obverse legend. VF-20, splendid steel and olive mottlings, weak 
about rims as always, usual small planchet, but unusually free of 
defects. Most of the light granularity was in the flan before striking. 
Far above average for this variety, which usually comes on small 
defective planchets. 

2041 1788 New Jersey cent. Maris 67-v. Fine-12, just about equal to the 
last, also very pleasing color and surfaces, but on a much larger flan, 
the largest we can remember seeing for this variety, shows the edge 
of the die along top of reverse. Evidently struck on one of the large 
Morristown flans left over from the 1787 coinage. 

2042 1786 Vermont copper. Ryder-9, the famous Baby Head. Fine-12, large 
planchet clip at bottom. Appears to have been skillfully burnished 
and tooled to remove pitting and corrosion. Relatively free of plan- 
chet defects. 

2043 1787 Vermont copper. Ryder-13, the BRITANNIA reverse. Fine-12, 
porous, reverse very weak as always. 



2044 1788 Vermont copper. Ryder-16. Fine-12, sunken in center of 

reverse, smooth chocolate surfaces. Reverse shows prominent British 
Union Jack on shield, a device by Atlee originally for use on 
counterfeit British halfpennies. 



2045 1795 Talbot, Allum & Lee cent. Fuld 1, usual lettered edge. Choice 
AU-55, dull golden-tan with subdued underlying lustre. Late state of 
obverse die. 

2046 1783 Georgius Triumpho halfpenny token. Baker-7. VF-20, light 
brown. Late die state with heavy rust and break on reverse in front of 
face. 

Vlack states that the bust on these is identical to that used on the 
1774-1783 Irish regal halfpennies struck in London, and that these 
first circulated in Georgia, then Virginia. Because of the George III 
portrait, many were supposedly destroyed or mutilated; the balance 
were sent to Jamaica for currency. Known to have been struck in the 
1780s because some of these were used as planchets for New Jersey 
cents struck at the Morristown Mint. 



2047 1783 Washington draped bust cent. Restrike in silver. Proof-60, 

bluish steel tones over light hairlines. Vlack 5-C with 7 in date recut, 
O in WASHINGTON double punched, corded or center-grained 
edge. 

Struck for British dealer W.S. Lincoln about 1858 in bronze, silver, 
and gold. The dies were apparently made from the original device 
hubs, but the inscriptions are in large, modern letters, and the piece 
has round border beads and square rims unlike the originals. The best 
guess is that the original dies were not available but the original hubs 
were; these were used to make devices for a pair of copy dies, and 
the peripheral details were added by hand. 

2048 1783 Washington UNITY STATES cent. Baker-1. Choice VF-30, 
usual heavy planchet striations around the borders, as made, and as 
noted long ago by Crosby. 

2049 Washington double head cent. Baker-6. Choice VF-30. 

2050 1791 Washington cent, small eagle reverse. Baker-16. VF-20, dark 
glossy brown, a few inevitable tiny rim nicks. Scarce. Edge lettering 
reads from reverse up.

2051 1791 Washington Liberty & Security penny. Baker-30. Military 
bust left, usual ASYLUM edge. MS-60, Uncirculated, chocolate 
brown, faint traces of red around the letters in WASHINGTON. 
Slight planchet crack on obverse from rim to coat lapel, usual ir- 
regular rims. The military bust obviously copies that on the 1791 
cents (see Lot 2050); the shield and eagle rev. is an enlarged version 
of that on the Vid. 

2052 1787 Fugio cent. Pointed rays; STATES UNITED. Newman 8-X.

on head and lower part of shield. Full mint bloom, kept out of 65 
level by a few very minor obverse abrasions. This overdate was 
discovered in the 1930s just after the 1918/7-D buffalo nickel; it was 
first published in a 1937 auction catalog. By this time, of course, all 
of the quarters made in 1918 were not only released to circulation, 
but many of them had their dates worn off; not surprisingly this is 
scarce in any grade; and possibly the rarest non-gold U.S. coin of the 20th cen- 
tury in Unc. condition. 

This overdate was possibly made in error (stamped with a 1917 hub, 
then a 1918 one, at the end of 1917 when changeover to production 
of the next year's dies had begun), but the decision to use it was 
almost certainly intentional. It is interesting to note that besides this 
and the overdate Buffalo nickel, the Philadelphia Mint also produced 
a 1918/7 overdated 5 centavos for El Salvador. Another interesting 
obvservation are two 1918/7 U.S. overdates, two 1942/1 dime over- 
dates, and a recently discovered 1943/2 overdate; all of these being 
struck under wartime conditions. The recent discovery of the 1943/2 
nickel shows that there may be more overdates out there; likely can- 
didates would be other 1918 denominations; and all coins struck be- 
tween 1942-1944, especially 1943 steel cents. Meanwhile, this 
1918/7-S quarter remains the key to this series, and one of the 
highlights of this sale.

Late 
diebreak from rim to wreath between United and States. Only ob- 
tainable variety for the year, but any 1794 half dollar in this condi- 
tion is a real prize. Thought to be one of the last varieties struck, 
despite Overton's order of listing; probably among the 18,164 pieces 
delivered Februrary 4, 1795 from 1794 dated dies. This piece will 
probably sell into the five figure level. 

2442 1806/5 O-104a. VF-20, toned, signs of an old cleaning, planchet 
defect at right wing, weak on reverse stars at top right, from late die 
failure. From the latest die state with the heavy crack through the last 
three obverse stars, with the rim starting to give way at the 11th star; 
broken patch out of die on reverse at top of U, this die state is R-6. 
Edge lettering very poorly done and completely illegible. Overdate 
very clear, unlike the common 1806/5 obverse; the die was actually 
used in 1805, it was softened, and then a 6 was punched in to alter 
the date to 1806 for brief emergency use. This is highly unusual, as 
the vast majority of overdates were created from unused dies. This 
along with the similar 1806/5 quarter and quarter-eagle were prob- 
ably due to some kind of emergency in 1806 (lack of steel for making 
dies, or possibly a shortage of dies due to Scot's inability to keep up 
with production; Reich was hired the following year to help him). 



EF-40 with deep 
iridescent toning. Struck from a shattered reverse; the weakness at 
the lower left wing is from die failure, exactly as on the Overton 
plate coin, but this coin is a little sharper than that one.

Strictly 
this is a pattern, the prototype of the long-lived Liberty seated 
design, but struck in quantities large enough to serve as a circulating 
silver dollar; in fact, many of these are well-worn, proving that they 
did service as a silver dollar before the Civil War. Also the Mint Act 
of 1837 made them legal tender coins, and many hundred more from 
the same dies were struck after the passage of this bill, although the 
die alignment was different. First silver dollar struck since 1804, first 
silver dollar struck in the newly installed steam press, and the first 
coin of any denomination to bear the famous Liberty seated design.

Last year of issue for the legitimate trades; 979 Proofs struck. The cir- 
culation strikes had been stopped in 1878, and the coin was 
demonetized for circulation inside the U.S. and passed at silver 
bullion value, which was far below face value. This created severe 
problems for merchants and importers who received these coins as 
payments at par; the New York Merchantile Exchange made a formal 
complaint to Congress on February 3, 1883 saying: “The present 
status of this coin causes it to be a nuisance to us and a disgrace to the 
nation." The whole story is given in Willem's book, which the in- 
terested collector should read. 



Gold Dollars

These were authorized by an Act of Congress dated January 16, 
1915; but none were produced until three months later, after the 
opening of the Exposition in San Francisco. The dies were made by 
Medallic Art Co. of Connecticut, but the coins were struck at the San 
Francisco Mint. (The S mintmarks were also punched on the dies by 
the U.S. Mint, as the mintmark on the two small gold coins is iden- 
tical to that used on the 1909-S VDB cent.) Some 25,034 pieces of the 
gold dollar were coined between May and July, 1915; the odd 34 
pieces being used for assay purposes. According to Arlie Slaybaugh 
(the Commemorative authority) 10,000 of these were melted as un- 



sold, leaving a net coinage of 15,000 pieces. However the report of 
the Exposition states all 25,000 of the gold dollars were dispersed. 
1,500 pieces were struck of both of the $50 gold pieces, but less than 
half of these totals could be sold because of the high face value. Only 
483 pieces of the round type were sold; the octagonal proved a little 
more popular, but still only 646 were sold; the balance of 854 was 
returned to the melting pot. Similarly 10,000 quarter eagles were 
struck, but only 6,750 were sold; and only 27,000 half dollars were 
sold, out of about 60,000 struck. 

The Panama-Pacific sets were marketed in many different forms. 
Offered were three-piece sets of the half dollar and the two small 
gold coins; four-piece sets with the addition of one of the $50 gold 
pieces (usually the octagonal, although four-piece sets may exist with 
the round); five-piece sets with both $50 gold pieces; ten-piece sets 
with two of each coin; in addition each denomination was sold 
separately, and the $50 gold coins were sold individually in their 
own special custom case (see Lot 3916 below). (Total: 4 pieces)
